Cop cameras 
must stay on 
insist critics

CAMPAIGNERS are question¬ 
ing the wisdom of allowing 
police officers discretion to 
switch body-worn cameras on 
and off. 

Frontline officers from 
Bedfordshire Police have been 
issued with 60 cameras follow¬ 
ing a trial by the force. 

The devices capture sound and 
provide an accurate and trans¬ 
parent visual account of interac¬ 
tions with the public by police 
responding to incidents. 

However, officers will be able 
to turn the cameras on and off 
when they want. 

A police spokeswoman said 
the force was following national 
guidelines regarding the cam¬ 
eras but campaigners from 
Justice 4 Leon Briggs (J4L) and 
Justice 4 Faruk Ali have said they 
do not support the policy. 

Leon Briggs, 39, died in police 
custody last November after 
being detained, whilst autistic 
man Faruk Ali, 33, was allegedly 
attacked by officers outside his 
home in February.

CAMERA: Should stay ‘on’ say critics 

think if it’s at the discretion of 
the device user, it’s still not open 
and transparent enough when it 
comes to protecting the police 
against false evidence, and 
when the police’s behaviour has 
been called into question. 

“We feel if the cameras are on 
at the point of contact, it would 
moderate the behaviour of the 
police and the public. We feel 
that if there’s nothing for the 
police to hide what’s wrong with 
making it all available?” 

Dhobir Alir, brother to Faruk, 
said: “I feel that it is going to be 
really, really bad because we 
will lose vital evidence by hav¬ 
ing the officer switching it on 


and off at their discretion. 

“However, if Bedfordshire 
Police decided to make it a com¬ 
pulsory policy for an officer at 
the beginning of the shift to 
switch it on until the end, I think 
the pilot system will work. 

“Other than that, if they have 
the option of discretionary use 
then I think it’s a waste of taxpay¬ 
ers’ money and a waste of time.” 

A police spokeswoman said 
the battery life of the cameras 
and their ‘finite ability to store 
vast amounts of data’ means 
they would only be used in 
evidence gathering situations. 

Assistant Chief Constable 
Nigel Trippett said: “The benefit 
of body-worn cameras is there 
for all to see and the policy we 
have trialled requires officers to 
make sure they capture as much 
of an incident as possible by 
recording at the earliest oppor¬ 
tunity and if it is possible 
informing those present they 
are doing so. Clearly we must 
also be mindful of filming any¬ 
one close by who is not directly 
involved in the incident howev¬ 
er and every attempt to mini¬ 
mise accidental intrusion must 
also be observed.”

Who is a Prophet? 


The Muslim belief is a Prophet is a divine gift, a person who speaks by divine inspiration or as 
the interpreter through whom the will of our Lord Almighty is expressed. Such a person is gifted with 
profound moral insight and excellent powers of expression, the chief spokesperson of a movement or cause 
of our Creator to guide us all.

Anything said by a Prophet is never wrong because he is directly guided by revelation from our Creator and 
therefore is infallible. As mentioned in the final guidance for mankind, the Holy Quran, God Almighty whilst 
referring to the final Messenger of God states: "He does not speak of his own desires"[ Holy Quran 53:3] 


In brief, a Prophet has the highest moral conduct that will attract people to believe in him and in the 
divine message. He is the most sincere and sympathetic person to his people as he advocates and delivers 
the Mercy of the Merciful, our Lord and Creator. 




Why we need Prophets? 


Prophets and the office of Prophethood are required for a number of reasons. The primary reason 
being to remind us all of our Creator, God Almighty. 

Theoretically, man is capable of deducing the existence of the Creator through his observation 
of the Lord Almighty's creations on earth and across the universe. The free human mind is capable of 
comprehending abstractions and universal ideas. Because of our biological appetites or needs, we are 
closely bound to the material world. The material attractions of the world divert the best of us from our 
Creator. We as creation, however, do not have the full means to be fully detached of our Maker. Nor can 
we expect that every human being is able to divorce himself from the material things in the world to think 
clearly about the Lord Almighty. 


Moreover, the wondrous regulation of the universe implies the existence of an Orderer, the Lord Almighty. 
But we human beings are often too engrossed in our worldly concerns to notice these natural and amazing 
laws, let alone think of our own origin and purpose. We are naturally forgetful and on many occasions fall 
short of the important recognition of the Creator. The universal recognition of His existence by us is not the 
result of some common thinking but is the result of the teachings of the Prophets.

Prophets of God 

Divinely Guided Individuals 


Muslims universally believe in all the Prophets and Messengers chosen by God Almighty. Starting with 
the first man on earth, Adam and including Enoch, Noah, Abraham, Ishmael, Isaac, Jacob, Joseph, Moses, 
David, Solomon, John - the Baptist and Jesus (may peace and blessings be upon all of them). Muslims firmly 
believe that the last and final Prophet of our Lord Almighty is Muhammad (peace and blessings be upon 
him) and that the office of Prophethood closed with the arrival of Prophet Muhammad.

Finality of Prophethood 


Lord Almighty, in His grace, never left mankind without any religious guidance.The chain of Prophethood 
continued until the last messenger Muhammad (peace and blessings of God be upon him), who announced 
that the Lord Almighty has completed and perfected Prophethood with his advent and no new Prophet 
would succeed him. The Lord Almighty himself elaborates this point: 

"Muhammad is not the father of [any] one of your men, but [he is] the Messenger of God and last of the 
Prophets, Lord Almighty has full knowledge of everything." [Holy Quran 33:40] 

The Prophet Muhammad (peace and blessings be upon him) has also declared openly: 

"I am the final Prophet; there will be no Prophet after me." (Ahmed: vol 5, Pg: 278) 

The Prophet Muhammad (peace and blessings be upon him) warned us of people imposing themselves as 
divine individuals after him. The Prophet (peace and blessings be upon him) has also declared openly: 

"There will appear in my Nation thirty imposters each of them will claim to be a Prophet while I am the 

Final Prophet, there is no Prophet after me." 

It is therefore abundantly clear that the Prophet Muhammad (peace and blessings be upon him) is the final and 
last Messenger of the Lord Almighty. The finality of the Prophet Muhammad (peace and blessings be upon him) 
is a fact which is unanimously agreed upon by all Muslims across the whole globe and has always been the case. 

By ignoring this paramount principle and a person who does not confirm to this central fundamental belief 
cannot then claim to part of the Muslim faith. The people who whole heartedly confirm in the finality of 
Prophethood (Prophet Muhammad, peace be upon him), know and believe it to be an integral part of 
Islam, are the correct and bona fide bearers of the term 'Muslim' and therefore no denomination of any 
other identity or description should confuse the matter by using this term.

Court hears how teen 
stabbed father in home

A TEENAGER has been convict¬ 
ed of being one of three masked 
burglars who repeatedly 
stabbed a father in his own 
home in the middle of the night. 

The baby-faced youth broke 
into Tony Abrahams’ house 
through a small downstairs 
shower-room window. 

The 16-year-old youth, who 
cannot be named for legal rea¬ 
sons, was cleared by the jury of 
10 men and 2 women of attempt¬ 
ing to murder Mr Abrahams on 
16 November last year, but was 
convicted of an alternative 
charge of wounding with intent. 

In addition he was convicted of 
burgling the house in Wellfield 
Avenue, Luton, taking a gold 
watch, a Blackberry phone, £240 
cash and car keys. 

He did not give evidence and no 
evidence was offered on his 
behalf to the jury. Judge Richard 
Foster remanded the youth in 
custody for reports to be 
prepared. 

The jury was told he had been 
convicted on August 29 last year 
of burglary. On that occasion he 
was seen by the occupants and 
threatened to shoot them before 
jumping out of a window. 

The youth also had a previous 
conviction for attempting to rob

another boy of a mobile phone. 

He was in breach of a nine- 
month referral order for those 
offences when he was involved in 
the attack on Mr Abrahams. 

The court heard how he let his 
two accomplices in through the 
front door and all three confront¬ 
ed Mr Abrahams, 47, his wife 
Trina, 52, and their daughter Jade 
upstairs in their bedrooms. 

Mr Abrahams said he was 
woken at half past three in the 
morning by Jade’s screams and 
saw a six foot tall man in a 
balaclava in his bedroom. 

The intruder ran out, closing 


the door and holding down the 
handle so he could not follow 
him. 

But Mr Abrahams managed to 
hit the handle so hard it became 
loose and he got out onto the 
landing of his three-bed 
semi-detached house. 

There he was confronted by the 
man, who he thought was in his 
early 20s, and two other smaller 
men, whose faces were also 
covered. 

One was aged about 18 and the 
third was a small youth who he 
said was aged 16 or 17, and was 
shorter, younger and skinnier. 

Mr Abrahams urged his wife to 
yell for help from the bedroom 
window. He told the taller man: 
“My wife has rung the police.” 

He replied: “You have rung the 
police have you?”’ 

The father of two continued: “I 
went to punch him. All I can 
remember was that I felt stabs to 
my ribs, side and above my 
buttocks. 

In total it lasted for three or four 
minutes, but it felt like for ever.” 

Mr Abrahams spent several 
days in the Luton and Dunstable 
hospital where he was treated for 
four stab wounds - two to the 
chest, one to the abdomen and 
one in his back above his but¬ 
tocks. 

One of his lungs had collapsed 
and his bowel was pierced.

Luton Mayor, Councillor Sheila 
Roden, said: “We want local 
communities to help us paint the 
town red by the 100th anniversary 
of the start of World War One on 
August 4, so please get your seeds 
and plant them in your local 
areas. 

“We have already started and 
soon all the roundabouts in Luton 
will be blooming with red 
poppies.”

AN 11-YEAR-OLD student has 
published what she hopes will be the 
first of many books in her career. 

Kaya Hussain, 11, from Beechwood, 
recently took delivery of a book based 
on a school project. 

The Challney High School for Girls 
year seven student initially wrote the 
story, called ‘Zimmi’s Wish’, whilst 
she was still at Foxdale Junior School 
in 2010. 

After being encouraged by a teacher 
to publish her work, her father 
Moazzem, 48, spent the last few years 
trying to find a publisher before 
managing to strike a deal with a 
company based in Bangladesh. 

‘Zimmi’s Wish’ tells the story of a 
rabbit named Zimmi who learns that 
it’s better to ‘think before you speak’ 
after he causes the Australian 
outback to become a desert. 

Kaya said: “It was an Aboriginal 
week and we had been set a task to do 
something connected with Australia 
so I thought I could write a story with 
an Aboriginal theme. 


“I was inspired by reading similar 
kinds of books and when my teacher 
said I should get it published I didn’t 
take it seriously.” 

The budding author, who has sent 
copies of her book to the Prime 
Minister David Cameron and the 
Queen, says she is now working on 
her next project. 

Kaya added: “I am already working 


on a book about bullying but hope¬ 
fully as I get older I can write more 
mature books for older ages.” 

Her father, Moazzem, said: “We are 
really, really proud that at this age she 
already has a book published. 

“I can’t express how proud I am. I 
think she can make a career out of 
this because she is already working 
on the next book.”

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PCC unveils plan 
for future policing

THE county's Police and 
Crime Commissioner has 
revealed plans for the force. 

Oily Martins says he has 
drafted a plan which ‘bal¬ 
ances residents needs for 
visible policing against the 
challenge of reducing operat¬ 
ing costs and delivering a 
more sustainable platform 
for future policing’. 

Bedfordshire Police has had 
to make £15m savings so far 
from its annual budget, this 
year set at £102m, but has a 
further estimated £15m to 
find by 2018/19 due to gov¬ 
ernment funding reductions. 

The existing estate costs 
£3m a year to run and the 
PCC aims to reduce this by 
six per cent over the next few 
years. 

A review of the police’s 
estate is currently underway 
and the force is also looking 
for opportunities to co-locate 
with its partner agencies in 
the community. 

PCC Martins said the ‘core 
principles’ of his strategy 
would include reducing the 
waste associated with main¬ 
taining under-used buildings

and investing in more IT 
equipment and mobile data 
to reduce paperwork for 
officers. 

Commissioner Martins 
said: “We’ve done our home¬ 
work and it’s abundantly 
clear that the public would 
rather protect visible front¬ 
line policing than save 
redundant and under-used 
police buildings. 

“Footfall data shows that 
beyond the three busier 
urban stations in Bedford, 
Dunstable and Luton, front 
desks at other stations are vis¬ 
ited by an average of four call¬ 


ers per day, the vast majority 
of which are for routine mat¬ 
ters that could have been 
managed by other means. 

“We also have three stations 
where occupancy is below 50 
per cent and some stations in 
locations that are not partic¬ 
ularly accessible or visible to 
the public. 

“We are not moving police 
officers out of communities - 
in fact we are enhancing 
neighbourhood policing by 
increasing visibility of offic¬ 
ers as they spend more time 
out on the streets. 

“Every neighbourhood will 
continue to receive the same 
level of policing, as officers 
and staff will be working at 
the centre of community life 
in places frequented by resi¬ 
dents including schools, 
supermarkets and council 
offices. Holding on to uneco¬ 
nomical buildings which are 
draining much-needed 
police funds is no longer an 
option.” 

Chief Constable, Colette 
Paul, said the plan achieved 
the ‘difficult balance of help¬ 
ing to maintain front-line 
policing while protecting 
those areas of estate that we 
know are important to us and 
the communities we serve’.

TUSTICE, like the Savoy, is 
I open to everyone. Radical 
I Labour leader of the 
T)30s, George Lansbury, said 
that. We have come a long 
way since then but seem to 
be heading backwards at a 
pace these days, not least in 
matters of justice.

They may be overpaid - in 
the good old, bad old days of 
LoS we would have echoed 
that - but they can choose 
what work they take and 
what they don’t take. And 
they are choosing not to take 
these difficult and Tower 


Justice on the cheap 
means no justice at a 


paid’ cases, which is highly 
embarrassing for the 
Government, as, again, 
justice is not being served. 

Then there is the farce of 
closing, or not closing, 
magistrates’ courts. Some 
will be closed but left open. 
Sorry?, I hear you say 
They will be mothballed to 
save money but not closed so 
that they can be put to other 
use, as only Parliament can 
decide to actually close 
courts, and that is just too 
much of a drag, to let the 
tribunes of the people make 
the decision. 

Who knows, it might 
highlight the stupidity of 
such an attack on local jus¬ 
tice, which not only needs to 
be done but needs to be seen 
to be done. And what might 
next be done to cut the cor¬ 
ners of justice? Dangerous 
criminals let out early to save 
the Prison Service money? Or 
justice for the rich and law 
and order for the rest of us? 

T WO of my relations, 
who are knocking on a 
bit, have not been too 
well. The present Mrs Lowe, 
looking over my shoulder, 


mutters I am knocking on a 
bit. They are knocking on a 
bit more. 

Anyway they have both 
needed carers to come in to 
help them dress, eat etc. One, 
who has put some cash by in 
her life, is paying £500 per 
month for the privilege. The 
other, who has no such nest- 
egg, pays nothing. This seems 
unfair to me, as the one who 
has been prudent and saved 
for her old age, is punished 
for falling ill while having 
some money in the bank. 

The story is the same with 
residential care. No longer 
will parents be leaving our 
money to the children. These 
days democracy means we 
cannot change any policies, 
only the people implement¬ 
ing them. So nothing is likely 
to alter. That being the case, 
when I retire, I shall take all 
my private pensions out in 
cash, sell my house and rent, 
and blow the lot on a wild 
time around the world. Then 
return and settle down in my 
dotage to live off the state. 

This may seem a tad selfish 
but it is obviously what the 
Government wants. And who 
am I to gainsay our rulers?

STAFF in a Luton bookmak¬ 
ers were threatened with a 
handgun during an armed 
robbery this week. 

It happened on Wednesday 
at around 9pm at Ladbrokes 
in St Dominies Square, when 
two men entered the shop 
with their faces covered and 
threatened staff with the gun. 

One of the men passed a 
rucksack to staff and 
demanded that they filled it 
with cash, while the second 


robber threatened a customer 
with another weapon which 
police said was either a ham¬ 
mer or a crowbar. 

A large amount of cash was 
put in the bag and handed 
back to the men who then 
fled the shop heading towards 
Thatch Close. 

Detective Constable Lucy 
Arnold, from Bedfordshire 
Police, said it had been a 
‘terrifying incident’ for staff 
and customers who were in 
the shop at the time of the 
robbery and thought they 
were going to be harmed. 


The first robber is described 
as being black, in his early 
20s, 5ft 8ins tall, wearing a 
thick black bomber jacket, 
black woolly hat, a dark scarf 
across his face, dark blue 
jeans and gloves. 

The second is also black, in 
his early 20s, 5ft 7ins tall, 
wearing a blue jacket with a 
dark hooded top underneath, 
a dark coloured balaclava 
covering his face, dark blue 
woolly hat, light blue stone 
washed jeans and dark shoes.

uning into Jim’s

PIANO tuning technician, 
Jim Barham, has been 
helping pianists at home 
and abroad to tinkle on the 
ivories for 46 years. 

The 61-year-old from 
Bromham has 
always had a keen 
interest in music. 

He is a talented 
cornet player, and, 
as son of an RAF 
service family, it 
was expected that he 
would join a military 
band after leaving school. 

But it was his music teacher 
at Sandye Place County 
Secondary Modern School, 
Peter Neil, who set him on 
the path to tuning. 

“Mr Neil was concerned 
that I would have nothing to 
turn to once my military 
career was over. He suggest¬ 
ed that I train to be a piano 
tuner instead,” remembers 
Jim. 

So, in 1968, Jim embarked 
on a five year piano tuning 
apprenticeship with Miller’s 
Music Centre in Cambridge. 
On June 6, 1977, he left the 
company to run his own 
business. 

“But June 6, 1977 was, as it 
happened, the Queen’s 
Silver Jubilee. This meant 



that my first day as an inde¬ 
pendent tuning technician 
was a bank holiday!” he 
says. 

Business soon picked up 
and Jim now boasts past 
clients including Sir James 
Galway OBE, 

renowned concert 
pianist, John Lill 
CBE, and the 
piano at the 
Luton Hoo estate. 
Not to mention 
the scores of 
loyal customers 
from across the 
county and beyond. 

The average 
piano requires 
tuning every 
six months. 

“One in 20 
pianos can be 
seen to annu¬ 
ally,” says Jim. 

“But nowadays 
people have central 
heating in their homes 
and changes in the 
temperature can affect 
the pitch.” 

Perhaps surprisingly, 

Jim doesn’t actually play 
the piano himself. 

“I can bash out a few 
chords, but I’m by no 
means a pianist,” he 
says. 

“But that’s not too 
unusual; tuning an 


instrument is more of a 
scientific process.” Unlike 
other tuners, Jim still works 
using traditional tech¬ 
niques. 

He chimes a tuning fork to 
sound Middle C, and then 
goes about ‘laying the scale’: 
a process where he’ll tweak 
the strings to create 12 semi¬ 
tones between F and F, at 
the top of the octave. 

Despite advances in tech¬ 
nology, he has rejected 
electronic tuning devices in 
favour of his fork. 

“Although I wasn’t born 
with perfect pitch, I am 
able to hear _ ^ notes

But 
I’m still able to use a tuning 
fork,” adds Jim, who has no 
plans to retire. 

“I’m still working 50 weeks 
of the year, but I take an 
afternoon off every now and 
again to play golf.” 

Jim also plays cornet with 
the Bedford Town Band, and 
ukulele with Bedford 
Ukulele Group (left). He also 
sings in the Morgan Sports 
Car Club function band. 

Jim says: “I like to play 
music at least three times a 
week. But after working with 
pianos all day, I have no 
desire to go to recitals or 
concerts; it would be a 
busman’s holiday!”

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“Interesting times” as 
Euro elections approach 




Guest columnist Kelvin Hopkins, 
the MP for Luton North, considers 
issues around the euro and how 
they affect eurozone countries 


WE LIVE in “interesting 
times”, to quote from the 
ancient Chinese curse, in 
which “interesting” means 
difficult, and painful. The 
European Parliament 
elections are upon us and are 
certainly going to be 
“interesting”. 

But the real crisis is not in 
Britain. It is and will be in the 
eurozone, those countries 
which have the euro as their 
currency and which merci¬ 
fully does not include the UK. 

The central problem with 
the European Union is indeed 
about economics and it is the 
euro which is at the heart of 
that problem. 

Greece has seen its living 
standards fall by a quarter, 
with mass unemployment 
and savage cuts in economic 
output and public services, 
all because of the euro. 

If a country has its own 
currency and has difficulty in 
competing with its trading 
partners, it can simply depre¬ 
ciate or devalue their curren¬ 
cy, to reduce its value in 
relation to other currencies, 
so cutting imports and boost¬ 
ing exports. For the Greeks, 
with a re-established drach¬ 
ma in place of the euro, an 


immediate depreciation 
would make imported BMWs 
more expensive, but excellent 
Greek wines and a beautiful 
Greek holiday much cheaper. 

The Greeks would buy less 
BMWs and sell more wine 
and holidays. Employment 
and living standards would 
be higher with the Greek 
economy boosted, and the 
government could again to 
provide good public services 
for its people. 

However, it is not just Greece 
which has a problem. Spain 
and Italy among others have 
suffered too. But the lynchpin 
of the euro, now in growing 
economic difficulty, is 
France. 

There is a real crisis coming 
when France can no longer 
sustain its membership of the 
euro. If France decides to 
re-establish the franc, the 
single currency will unravel 
and national currencies will 
need to be brought back 


across the whole eurozone. 

Britain was right to keep its 
own currency. Had we not 
done so, we could have 
suffered the same fate as the 
eurozone members now in 
crisis. 

After the 2008 financial 
crisis, Britain was able to 
depreciate sterling by some 
20 per cent, avoiding a crisis 
of unimaginable proportions. 
We would then have recreat¬ 
ed the pound and devalued, 
and the death of the euro 
would have been blamed on 
us. 

It will give us little pleasure 
to say we told you so, but we 
will at least have been proved 
right in our original decision. 

The imminent European 
Parliament elections could 
mark a turning point for the 
whole future of the European 
Union with a major shift in 
voting patterns across the 
Continent. “Interesting 
times” indeed.

FAME, says KATIE NERTNEY, has become 
synonymous with two things: that title track 
- a favourite at wedding discos and karaoke 
bars the world over - and leg warmers. 

But while this production of the hit musical 
still has the big lyrical numbers and sensa¬ 
tional dance routines, the original scores have 
been remixed and reworked and the students 
of High School for Performing Arts, New York 
walk the corridors of the academy with iPads 
and mobile phones in place of ghetto blasters. 

There’s one other key difference, too.

Pompeii film 
is poorly done

THIS week our resident film 
expert GAVIN MILLER reviews 
the latest big-budget ancient 
Rome spectacle. 

With its love story amidst a 
disaster angle - it was tagged 
as being similar to Titanic. 

Sadly the only thing it has in 
relation to that movie is that it 
sinks too. 

This big-budget Gladiator- 
wannabe spectacle bombed 
across the pond - making only 
a meagre $23m on a $100m 
plus production budget - and 
it’s not hard to see why with its 
very TV-movie feel. 

With a few entertaining 
action set-pieces, it’s not the 
worst film to while away near¬ 
ly a couple of hours, with 
Game of Thrones’ Kit 
Harington (pictured left) prov¬ 
ing to be an amiable lead as 
slave-turned-gladiator Milo. 

But sadly his chemistry with 
fellow warrior Atticus (played 
by Adewale Akinnuoye- 


Agbaje, best known for 
playing Mr Eko in TV series 
Lost) is better than with rich 
merchant’s daughter Cassia 
(Sucker Punch’s Emily 
Browning). 

And even though Milo and 
Cassia have taken a fancy 
towards one another, she is 
being forced to marry a 
corrupt Roman senator 
(played woefully by a 
hammed-up Kiefer 

Sutherland) - who (would you 
believe it!) is the same guy 
who ordered the butchering of 
Milo’s family when he was a 
kid. 

So as Mount Vesuvius erupts 
in the background - which 
causes the magnificent 
Pompeii to crumble in this 
79AD-set adventure - Milo 
faces a race against time to 
save his new love before all the 
city’s inhabitants perish. 

Sadly for a film that so badly 
wants to be a glorious block¬ 
buster, it’s poorly executed 
special effects and lack of 
anything approaching a 
decent script, really ruins what 
potentially could have been 
something so much better.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address . If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

STRETCHIflG THE POIfTT 


The Fiat 500L MPW might not be 
the prettiest compact MPV you 
can buy and the association with 
the 500 city car might be being 
stretched to snapping point, but its 
one of the cleverest. With a great 
range of engines, a practical interior 
and aggressive pricing, it’s better 
than it looks at first. It’s well worth 
persevering with. 

The cabin can nominally seat 
seven, but it’s best to think of it as 
an occasional ‘5 + 2-seater’ MPV 
Fiat quotes a luggage volume of 
638-litres but that’s with the two 
rear seats folded. Of course, for 
many buyers that’s the form they’ll 
drive the car in most of the time 
and they can pack a lot of gear in. 

Yet if you plan to use it to collect a 
bunch of kids from school, luggage 
space reduces drastically. There’s 


560-litres of luggage space when the 
second row is slid back to its furthest 
extent and when all seven seats are 
in place there’s a paltry 168-litres of 
room. Still, that’s better than some 
rivals and not at all bad going for a 
car that’s the same length as a Ford 
Focus. The seat action is easy to use 
with one handed folding and sliding 
mechanisms. 

This, then, is a car worth persevering 
with. It might not initially grab 
you with its sheer desirability but 
then most MPV-style vehicles need 
something other than seductive 
styling to corner the market. They 
need to be practical, to do the 
unglamorous things well. The Fiat 
500L MPW demonstrates that 
although its built by a company that 
usually puts a premium on style, it 
can get down and dirty with family 
business as well as its key rivals.

Six depart Hatters 
as Still looks ahead 

LUTON Town have confirmed that 
Anthony Charles, Jon Shaw and David 
Viana have not been offered new contracts 
with the club and will leave when their 
current deals expire next month. 

Hatters manager John Still has also 
placed winger Dave Martin and central 
midfielder Solomon Taiwo on the transfer 
list as he begins his re-build for next sea¬ 
son. 

The announcement on Friday came two 
days after Lathaniel Rowe-Turner, Jerome 
Jibodu and Jake Woolley were also released 
by the club. 

Defender Charles, 33, departs having 
picked up his third Conference winners 
medal with the Hatters this season. The 
former Barnet and Aldershot centre-half 
joined the Town in the summer but injury 
restricted him to just eight appearances. 

Centre forward Shaw, 30, leaves 
Kenilworth Road having scored 10 goals in 
51 appearances following his move from 
Gateshead in the summer of 2012. 

A hernia injury kept the striker out of 
action at the beginning of this season, but 
he still managed to make 13 appearances 
this term. 

Meanwhile, Portuguese midfielder Viana, 
22, has struggled to force his way into the 
Town side since joining the club in 
September following a successful trial. His 
three appearances all came in the FA 
Trophy. 

Both Martin and Taiwo have been made 
available for transfer having been restrict¬ 
ed to a limited number of appearances this 
term. 

Martin had spent time on loan with 
Dartford this season whilst Taiwo also 
enjoyed a loan spell with Aldershot. 

Still told the club website: “First of all I’d 
like to say that every player involved in the 
squad this season has helped contribute to 
our success. 

“In Jon and Anthony’s case injuries have 
not helped them which is really unfortu¬ 
nate. 

“At centre-back, especially, it has been a 
difficult campaign for us and in the end 
injuries to Andy Parry and Alex Lacey led to 
us signing Fraser Franks and that has 
meant it has been difficult for Anthony to 
get back into the side. 

“Competition for places has also made it 
tough for Jon to stake a regular starting 
place, especially given the form of Andre 
Gray, Paul Benson and Mark Cullen. 

“His contract is now up and I think it is in 
his interests to seek regular first team foot¬ 
ball, as that is something I can’t guaran¬ 
tee.”

LUTON Town’s development squad slipped to 
a narrow 2-1 Bedfordshire Senior Cup Final 
defeat to Biggleswade Town on Thursday 
night. 

Alex Wall’s first-half header seemed to have 
sent the Hatters towards another trophy win, 
only for a resurgent Biggleswade performance, 
inspired by goalscoring brothers Lee and Sam 
Reed, to turn things around.
